THE APPIAN WAY. 


Tarrt can be few schoolboys 
having imbibed a moderate quantity 
of Latin who have not had to make 
their way through the “Journey to 
Brundisium.” The Appian Way has 
changed, of course, since Horace, 
Virgil and Maecenas travelled along 
it. Here and there the route has 
Leen altered to avoid an awk 
hill. The old paving has disap- 
peared, or exists but in isolated 
patches, beside the present road, in 
a very broken and grass-grown 
condition. But the Appian Way 
is still a noble thoroughfare, and in 
point of history certainly the most 
famous i1 the world. Arricia, in 
the Alban Hills, still receives the 
traveller leaving Rome—Arricia 
famous for beautiful girls for whom 
Horace would have had an appre- 
ciative eye. Then, by way of 
Genzano of wine-growing celebrity, 
and by Velletri, the road leads down. 
over gentle undulations into the 
bleak Pontine Marshes, across which 
it runs as straight as an arrow for’ 
nearly forty miles to Terracina, 
Appi Forum and the Three 
Taverns are passed on the way, 
although the places where St. Paul 
met his friends are now considered 
by archeologists to have been 
situated quite differently from those 
that bear theirnames to-day. From 
Terracina the road continues to 
Fondi, better known in Papal than 
io Roman times as being practically’ 
‘on the boundary between the 
Neapolitan and Papal states ; and 
to Formia, near which Cicero had 
a villa, still easily traceable. Thence 
tho Appian Way leads to Capua 
and Naples, aud. across the mot 
tains of southern Italy to Brindisi ; 
and wherover there is a culvert or 
a bridge it is worth while to look 
out for traces of the ancient Roman 
stonework which still stands firm 
in all its solidity. For the present, 
however, the part of the Appian 
‘Way which occupies our attention 
lies nearer Rome, the part that’ 
Signor Nathan and his progressive 
municipal councillors propose to 
convert into a modern “ Hauss- 
manized” boulevard with electric 
trams and beer-gardens. 

During his three years, or thére- 
abouts, of office as Mayor of Rome 
Signor Nathan his suceeeded in 
making himself so conspicuous that 
aword or two will be enough to 
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recall the secret of his fame. He 
was, it may be remembered, re- 
turned with a strong Socialistic 
following, the Catholics after much 
vacillation having decided at the, 
last moment, very unfortunately, to 
po their old policy of abstaining 
rom the municipal elections, As 
a private citizen Signor Nathan is 
doubtless an excellent man. There 
can be no dispating that he is a 
strong man, although his strength 
might certainly be tempered by 
more courtesy. But os chie 
of that body which signs 
its official pronouncements with the 
proud title of Sena/us Populus- 
que Romanus, he is not only an 
intolerable nuisance but a positive 
scandal to the country that gave 
him birth, as the best feeling of 
Italy readily admits. To him the 
very word antiquity is clearly as a 
red rag to a bull, and eal 
would appear to be a mode 
Rome of boulevards and rond-, 
from which every trace of history 
have been crashed out. Early 
his career, he began to cut away 
the sixteen-centuries-old Aurelian 
Wall on tho excuse of quite un- 
necessary new roads, and was only 
stopped when he had already made 
four hideous and irreparable gaps. 
Recently, as was noted in these 
columns, he proposed to stretch out 
his hand upon the palaces of the 
Capitol ; and the fate of Michel- 
angelo’s designs still hangs in the 
balance. To-day it is the Appian 
Way, or that part of it which comes 
within the Zona Monumentale, 
upon which Signor Nathan desires 
to slake his thirst for reform, The 
Zona Mounmentale, it must be 
explained, denotes a certain tract 
of land which was marked out some 
years ago for excavation and 
preservation against thal very kind 
ofchange thatSignor Nathan would 
now introduce. This tract has well 
been said to tell thestory of the Rome 
of the Kings to the [ome of the 
Renaissance. It contains innumera- 
ble buried treasures of antiquity 
which might easily be recovered, 
temples and tombs, and in particular 
the basis of the Porta Capena, the 
position of which is exactly known. 
Christian archaeology is represented 
by such famous churches as SS. 
Nereo ed Achilleo, San (esareo 
and San Si And here too is the 
legendary spot where St. Peter, 
fleeing from Rome, was met by 
Christ and turned back again before 
the immortal question Quo Vadis? 
All this district under the original 
scheme was to have heen treated 
with the reverence that its age and 
associations deserve. Such ex- 
cavations as were planned would 
























have been carried out little by little, 
with the utmost care to interfere 
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in no manner with the natural and 
touching beauties of the spot. But 
all this Signor Nathan has changed 
or vows that he will change. The 
exact scheme of his alterations is 
difficult to follow except on tho 
spot: but we read of an intend- 
ed boulevard, uncompromisingly 
straight and a hundred metres wide, 
stretching from below the Palatino 
to the Porta San Sebastiano, which 
would bury the Forta Capena 
twelve feet deep beneath cafés and 


f| tramways, and would leave SS. 


Nereo ed Achilleo and San Cesarco 
stranded in the middle of tho road, 
if indeed after his other exploits 
Signor Nathan's promise not to 
sweep away these churches alto- 
gether can be believed. How little 
the Mayor of Rome is traly inspired 
by any real desire for municipal 
and social improvement may be 
jadged from the letter with which 
Commenilatore Boni, whose archieo- 

ical work on the Forum is 
accompanies his resignation 
from the Commission of the Zona 
Monumentale. For while Signor 
Nathan prepares to waste enormous 
ums in desecrating the Appian Way, 
the pigstyes dug out of the rocks 
in the Via Flaminia, the remains of 
ths temple of Claudius and of the 
Cireus Maximus and the vaults 
behind the Basilica of Maxentius 
have been invaded by a gipsy race 
of troglodyte instincts. In the 
tufa cellars, beneath the stone 
vaults, live whole families of eo 
less and half-naked creatures with 
their dirty offspring, trained to 
steal firewood or turn cartwheels 
for a half-penny. While all round 
Rome there are still unoccupied, 
uncultivated lands and deserted pa: 
tures...” Of themiserable trut 
of tho pictare that Commendatore 
Boni draws there can be no denial. 
The facts are but too plain to overy 
visitor to Rome; and while tho 
money that is assigned to making an 
Appian boulevard might so well 
be diverted to the benefit of that 
“gipsy race,” it is none the less 
true (to quote “The Times” Rome 
correspondent) that the “muni- 
cipality which was lected on its 
promise of cheaper food and lower 
rents has infinitely raised the cost 
of both.” We need not labour the 
plea that the whole world has, in 
the glories of historic Rome, a 
personal interest which cannot bo 
gaineaid on grounds of sentiment- 
alism. The fate of tho Via Apy 
will be awaited with painful anxiety, 
A powerful committeo has been 
formed to withstand Signor Nathan, 
but unfortunately Signor Nathan 
snaps his fingers at committees. 
Only the Government can stay the 
hand of this Roman “ Innovator.” 
The appeal is still to Casar,

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SEDITION IN INDIA. 
March 5. 


Our Indian correspondent whose 
lettor appears in another column, 
to-day has indeed a gloomy account| 
to give of the opening New Year. 
The list of anarchical crimes is 
cludes one bomb-throwing, one 
attempt to wreck the train. of the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
and two murders, both of them of 
men who were valuable and zealous 
servants of the Indian Government. 
‘The circumstance: which these 
outrages were perpetrated adds yet 
more to their unhappy significance. 
Within recent moaths there would 
appear to have arisen some fecling 
of optimism in high quarters in 
Caleutta os regards the state of 
seditious propaganda. —Notwith- 
standing the Bengal Police report 
on political crime for the year 
1909, which recorded 329 mur- 
ders within the twelve months and 
an alarming increase in general 
lawlessness, an impression was pre- 
valent that the condition of things 
as a whole was beginning to im- 
prove. Against such optimism the 
murders of Mr. Jackson and 
of Police-Inspector Shams-ul-Alam 
stand out in 1g contrast. For 
this in particular is to be noted, 
that in both cases the assassin was 
actuated by a perfectly clear desire 
for revenge and to impede the 
execution of the law. The murder 
of Mr. Jackson, as his assassin 
bonsted, was done in revenge for 
the recent conviction of a Brahmin 
sedition-monger, who kad been sent 
to penal sorvitude. Inspector 
Shams-ul-Alam was shot dead as he! 
left the High Court, from assisting. 
at the police inquiries into the 
Manicktollah bomb conspiracy, 
which he had been chiefly instra- 
mental in tracing to its source. He 
was regarded, we are told, as a most 
dangerous foe to terrorism ; and 
the forces of Anarchy decided 
accordingly that he must be put out 
of their path. Other instances 
might be quoted to prove that con- 
spirators ia India aim at something 
more than the mere example to 
those in high places which is the 
conventional reason for political 























witable that the tragic 
death of Inspector Shams-ul-Alam 
should cast a gloom over the first 
mooting of the Imperial Logislative 
Couneil, which took place on the 
very day after the murder. To that 
inaagaration many people, both in 
the Indian Government and among, 
native loyalists, had eagerly boen 
looking’forward. “I had hoped,” 
said Lord Minto in his inaugural 
speech, ‘to open this new Council 
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under an unclouded political sky. 
No one has longed more earnestly 
than I to allow bygones to be by- 
gones, and to commence the new 
administrative era with a clean 
state.” Whether the wish may yet 
be realized, time alone can show. 
The “new administrative era,” 
which is the fulfilment of the Indian 
Councils Act of 1909, is regarded 
with fair approval by the majority 
‘of those best qualified to speak. 
The elections on the whole hi 
resulted in the choice of the right 
type of men ; and while the Coun- 
cils are in no sense to be regarded 
as an attempt to set up a Parlia- 
ment in India, and will not be 
allowed in any way to interfere 
with the Government’s executive 
authority, thoy certainly serve to 
extend the system of native admin- 
istration, conjoined with British, to 
which the Viceroy says that he 
looks as providing “the key to the 
future political happiness” of India. 
It is interesting to learn from Lord 
Minto’s speech that he wos himself 
mainly responsible for the reforms 
now introduced. The suggostions 
made by Lord Minto were of a 
wider character than the Act as 
subsequently passed ; bat such as 
that Act is, its provisions originated 
with the Viceroy. “We cannot 
(he wrote to Lord Morley) shut 
our eyes to the present conditions. 
Questions are before us which we 
eannot afford to ignore and to mo 
it would appear all-important that 
the initiative should emanate from 
us, that the Government of India 
should not be put in the position of 
appearing to have its hands forced 
by agitation in this country.” At! 
a Inter point in his speceh Lord 
Minto added: “One criticism I 
refuse to accept, namely the sugges 
tion that the Councils Act is the 
result of a concession to seditious 
agitation. It is purely a recogni- 
tion of the political condition of 
India, which no responsible adminis- 
trator could ignoro.” 

There will be in all likelihood 
many both in and out of India who 
will disagrie with Lord Minto’s| 
views. But for the moment atten- 
tion will rather be drawn to that 
part of the speech in which he 
alludes to the spirit “hitherto un- 
known in India” that has come 
into existence, ‘a spirit opposed to 
all the teaching of Indian religion 
‘and traditions” ; and to the mea- 
sures which will be taken for tho: 
counteracting of anarchy and law- 
leasness. If there is any gleam of 
light in the dark ; icturo of recent: 
political crime in India, it lies in 
this that ithas forced the Govern- 
ment to abandon the course of 
toleration which had been, as Lord 
Minto admits, too long pursued. 
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‘The extension of the Seditions 
Meeting and the Special Tribunal 
Acts, alluded to by our corresporid- 
ent, dated from before the murder 
of Inspector Shams-ul-Alam, What 
is now promised by the Viceroy is 
the introduction of new measures 
to suppress the pernicious teaching 
of the revolutionary Press; the 
phrase will presumably include, 
not only newspapers but also the 
innumerable pamphlets and leaflets 
which have done so mach to spread 
disaffection. That ‘he continual 
output of this poisonous literatare 
involves a grave moral responsibi- 
lity upon the Government is 
frankly recognized by Lord Minto. 
He speaks of “associations which 
are doing their best to in- 
veigle into their meshes the youth 
of the country”; and he adds 
emphatically, “the moral training 
of the rising generation our duty 
will no longer allow us to neglect.” 
The sense of relief with which these 
word of will be received on all sides 
needs no emphasis. It is notioe- 
able thut among the replies which 
have been received from some 
twenty-one raling Princes of India, 
in answer to Lord Minto’s appeal to 
thom for co-operation against sedi- 
tion, four writers urged the adop- 
tion of a far stricter Press law. 
Repression of the freedom of speech 
is not a measure to which the 
Bri attitude of mind readily 
inclines ; but it has long been 
recognized by all but fanatical ex- 
tremists that the same rules cannot 
apply in India as in England, It 
may well be, it is to be hoped that 
it will be, that in Lord Minto’s 
words “the necessity of ruthlessly 
eradicating great evil from our 
midst should throw no more than a 
passing shadow over the general 
political situation in India.” But 
remembering the fate of Inspector 
Shams-ul-Alam and of many an- 
other loyal servant of law and 
order, woe may dwell with more 
jeasuro on that other saying of the 
Viceroy’s “The first duty of every 
Government is. . . to rale and, if 
need be, to ru's with a strong hand.” 


A SECRET TREATY. 
March 7, 
We reproduce on another page a 
ignificant contribution to the inter- 
national controversy that is likely 
to be provoked before long on the 
question of Mancburin, In an 
illuminating article to “The Daily 
Telegraph ” a writer, who seeks to 
hide his identity under the som de 
plane of “ An admirer of Li.Hung- 
chang,” sets forth. the Chinese vi 
of gna. aspect of the situation in 
Manchuria in such ap authoritative, 
inannor that it should not be difficult 
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to identify him. Although we are 
promised shortly some striking dis- 
closures, based on official documents, 
relating to events in Peking a 
decade ago, there can be very few 
Englishmen in a position to publish 
verbatim a secret treaty between 
Russia and China, that is sapposed 
not to have seen the light of day 
before, and to quote at length from 
ciphered telegrams addressed by 
Li Hung-chang to the Chinese 
Government. Indeed the admis- 
sion—the literal trath of which 
there is no reason to doubt—that 
the author “had friendly inter- 
course with Li Hung-chang at most 
critical times of his life” restricts 
his identification within the nar- 
rowest limits. As there can be no 
question regarding the value of 
this first instalment, we may hope 
that the pecoliar qualifications of 
the writer to speak with authority 
on the inner history of China during 
recent decades will prompt him to’ 
continue his disclosures. Not only 
will ho be doing a service to history, 
but it is possible that he may pro- 
mote materially China's immediate 
interests. Inherent characteristics, 
national weukness and lack of con- 
fideoce in itself have caused the 
Chinese Government to evolve a 
diplomacy that runs only in the 
time-honoured groove of playing 
off one Power against another. 
Untrastworthy itself, it has been 
unable to trast others, and thus bas 
been forced to model its foreign 
relations on a hand-to-mouth policy. 
The results have been disastrous in 
the past to China. Now, however, 
they threaten international com- 
plications, und to avoid these certain 
Powers are ready to help China 
despite herself. To these the real 
inner history of recent years wil! 
be of incalculable advantage in the 
attempt to rescue China from the 
entanglement into which her own 
shortcomings have brought her. It 
woald, therefore, be a distinct loss 
if failing health or reluctance to 
speak checked these interesting 
“ memoirs.” 

‘The aspect of the Manchurian 
question with which the writer 
deals is that which turns on Russo- 
Chinese relations and the genesis of 
the so-called Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way. Here we are at once plunged 
into an interesting recital of 
diplomatic events of fifteen years 
ago, which will surely help to clear; 
up much that bas been a mystery 
hitherto. To suit Russia’s con- 
venience it was necessary that the 
Trans-Siberian Railway should 
traverse Manchuria to Vladivostok. 
“To this peaceful invasion of her 
territory,” writes onr anonymous 
authority, “China had, of course, 
to be persuaded to assent... The 














tale of how the trick was done has 
never been told. If it were set 
forth with frankness, it would 
wreck the credit even of the most 
respected historian, so far from 
verisimilitade are its incidents.” 
Briefly told, the story is that Li 
Hung-cbang was won over by 
harrowing accounts of Japan's 
intentions and Great Britain’s 
“plots,” which, it was contended, 
could only be thwarted by Rusti 
assistance, and the latter could only 
le, if a railway brought 
ian troops well into Chinese 
territory. The idea appealed to Li 
Hung-chang, but he stipulated for 
adefinite treaty of alliance. This 
was promised and he then en- 
deavoured to secure for China the 
right of constructing the railway 
with Chinese money. Monsieur de 
Witte, however, we are told, would 
have none of it, and even threatened 
that the proposal wonld be with- 
drawn, unless it were adopted as it 
stood. Finally “the end of the 
course of snasion and menace, 
gracious audiences and Lucullan 
banqaets to which Li Hung-chang 
was subjected in St. Petersburg 
and Moscow was the secret treaty,” 
which the writer gives in the 
original French text. The purpose 
of this document is a defensive 
alliance binding the two Powers to 
support each other reciprocally by 
land and sea in the event of “ every 
aggression directed by Japan, 
whether against Russian territory 
in Eastern Asia or against the 
territory of China or that of Korea.” 
As the quid pro quo for Ra: 
support “ the Chinese Government 
consents to the construction of a 
railway line across the Chinese pro- 
vinces of the Amur and Kirin in 
the direction of Vladivostok, in 
order to facilitate the access of the 
land troops to the menaced 
” The same clause, however, 
is carefal to add that “the junction 
of this railway with the Russian 
railway shall not serve as a pretext, 
for any encroachment on Chinese 
territory nor for any infringement 
of the rights of sovereignty of his 
Majesty the Emperor of China.” 
In view of the memorable con- 
troversy to which the publication 
in these columns of the reputed 
“Cassini Convention” gave rise, this 
secret treaty of 1895 between 
Rassia and China is of special sijgni- 
ficance. That convention, which 
amplified the secret treaty and in- 
troduced a mention of Kiaochou in 
connexion with Rassia’s desire for 
an ice-free port, was promptly de- 
nounced, after its premature publi- 
cation, by the parties concerned, 
and it may now be more easily 
credited that with a defensive alli 
‘ance in force between the two coun- 
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tries, neither Rus: nor China 
would have deemed it necessary to 
give the imprimatur of a conven- 
tion to any understanding arrived 
at between the Russian Minister in 
Peking and the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the amplification of the 
terms of that alliance. This secret 
treaty was to be valid for fifteen 
years, and, if not already cancelled 
by one or other of the contracting 
parties, expires at the end of the 
present year, though provision is 
made in the final clause for “ deli- 
berations” concerning its prolonga- 
tion. What is to be its fate now ? 
The object of the contributor to 
“The Daily Telegraph ” in making 
his “revelations” is to promote 
China’s interests, and he urges that 
the Peking Government has the 
right to submit to arbitration 
Rassia’s claim to exercise jurisdic~ 
tion in the extensive railway zones. 
To what extent, however, China has 
debarred herself from such action 
by subsequent compacts or by 
acquiescence in repeated breaches 
of the terms of the alliance will not 
be known. Her position to-day, 
as we have already pointed out, is 
stronger then it was fifteen years 
ago, for by the exercise of diploma- 
tic honesty she can rely upon the 
disinterested advice of other Powers, 
Secret treaties since the day of 
Prince Bismarck’s “ revelations” 
have lost much of their sting to 
outside Powers; and in the presoot. 
instance the sensationul development 
of affairs io Manchuria during the 
last ten years will have served to 
tultify the effect of the latest diplo- 
watic disclosure. It will be inte- 
resting, however, to see whether the 
knowledge of this secret treaty 
bas any influence upon the course 
of the tentative negotiations between 
Russia and Japan fora closer un- 
derstanding on Far Eastern affairs. 




















THE FUTURE OF 
TIBET. 
March 8. 

Ta irony of fate that makes the 
Dalai Lama a refugee on British 
soil within a few months after his 
return to his own capital, from 
which he fled five years previously 
at the approach of a British ex- 
pedition, can hardly be lost upon 
the pontiff himself. He will have 
needed, therefore, all the glamour 
of the triumpbal progress that 
marked the latter stage of his three 
hundred mile journey from Lhasa 
to Darjeeling to compensate for the 
bitterness of his thoughts, as he 
fled to Indian territory before his 
Chinese pursuers. By now he will 
have had time to take stock of his 


position, and he must be possessed 
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of a wonderful supply of heroic 
determination, if he can eed his 
future with any degree of hopefal- 
ness. Imbued with a strong hostility 
towards the C inese and foreigners 
ifn general, the Dalai Lama has 
endeavoured to keep all at a 
distance ; but when he found that 
he had overreached himself in 
regard to the Indian Government, 
he appears to have decided that, if! 
terms bad to be made with anyone, 
it were better with the outside 
world than with China, the pro- 
tecting Power. Thus he embarked 
on a trial of strength with the 
Peking Government, in which his! 
return to Lhasa marked the cul- 
minating epoch. His plans had 
not been laid without some fore- 
thought, for the simultaneous dis- 

tch of Notes to those Foreign 

inisters in Peking whose acquain- 
tance he had made during his 
stay in the capital, and 
the mission to St. Petersburg 
showed that he foresaw the need of 
assistance. He had miscalculated, 
however, the intelligence and 
resolution of the Chinese. 
‘Whether he was aware of the H. E. 
Chao Erh-féng’s actual inten- 
tions, when he dispatched hi> 
couriers, is not yet known ; but 
almost simultaneously with their 
arrival in Peking the Chinese 
troops entered Lhasa, and the 
Dalai Lama found in flight his 
only chance of safety. Still less 
will he have been prepared for the 
dramatic coup, described by oor 
Peking correspondent in his letter 
to-day, by which tho Prince Re- 
ont proposed to deprive him of 
farther capacity for trouble. The 
Dalai Lama will find himself parti- 
cularly handicapped in opposing 
his own deposition from his sanct- 
uary on Indian territory. His 
second flight from Tibet must have 
still further injured his prestige in 
the eyes of the Tibetans, even 
though they are prepared to believe 
the worst of the Chinese. More- 
over, with the latter installed in the 
country in force, the danger of 
espousing the causeof a Dalai Lama, 
Sho absents himself from the 
country at the least provocation and 
was away at one time for five years, 
may appear quixotic even to a 
fanatic Tibetan. 

T£ the Dalai Lama has forfeited 
the support of his own countrymen, 
he can scarcely rely on finding 
much friendship abroad. In the 
first place he enjoys, for a high 
ecclesiastical dignitary, an exceed- 
ingly bad reputation and can point 
to little, if anything, in the a 
ministration of Tibet that entitles 
him to consideration. Secondly the 
complete understanding betwo-n 











‘ments—whatever zealous agents of 
the latter may do of their own accord 
—deprives him of the opportaun- 
ity that he once used to the full of 
playing off one Power against the 
other. In India, moreover, though 
the British Government will be 
careful not to offend the suscepti- 
bilities of the Baddhist population, 
the Dalai Lama in view of pnst 
events can hardly hope to make 
out a good case for anything more 
than the right of sanctaary. As 
‘an experienced master of intrigue, 
he may be relied upon to make the 
atmost of his exalted office ; and 
we have already had one indigna- 
tion meeting of Baddhists at Dar- 
jeeling, demanding his reinstate- 
ment and the recall of the Chinese 
Resident and troops from Lhasa. 
Great Britain, however, is unlikely 
to be led into any false step by 
popular demonstrations of this 
natore, She is as interested as 
China in the sound administration 
of Tibet, and has already indicated 
that she asks for nothing more than 
facilities for her Indian trade to 
work out its own normal develop- 
mont, unfettered by arbitrary dis- 
abilities imposed ‘by a hostile 
Government in Lhasa. Past ex- 
perience of the unsatisfactory dis- 
position of the present Dalai Lama 
could only cause the British 
Government to welcome a new 
incumbent for that post, if the 
change could be effected without 
arousing the religions fervour of 
the Buddhist population in Indi 
and Barmah to an undesirable 
extent. 

Interest in the fate of the Dalai 
Lama, we may hope, will be 
altimately lost in wider considers 
tions of the Eutare of Tibet. 
who have an intimate acq 
with the conditions of that country 
and among these we may include 
var correspondent * E.A.”—are of 
opinion that the only satisfactory 
solution of the Tibetan problem is 
to be found in the banding over, 
at least for a term, the western 
portion of the dependency to the 
Indian Government. In the 
ganization of the eastern section, 
it is beld, China will find more 
than enough to tax her genius of 
empire, and only by sharing the 
work can she hope to place the 
country upon n sound basis within 
a reagonable len; of time.

PRINCE CHING 


AND THE CENSORS 
March 9. 

Ratuways and Tibetan questions 
have so filled the stage of Chinese 
politics for the past three weeks 
that the conflict between Prince 
Ching and the Censors has pro- 
bably attracted less attention than 
it deserves. perhaps 
more than any country, interoal 
affairs react on foreiga; and if 
only because of the malign in- 
flaence that Prioce Ching notorious

eking, the story of the quarrel is 
worth tracing. "For the moment 
victory rests with Prince Ching. 
Bat the Censorate clearly is up in

Its functions, no doubt, contain an 
unpleasant suggestion of espionage, 
not to mention the — and 
bribery to which they open the 
car Bat 80 long. as the appoint- 
ment of officials is left entirely in 
the hands of the Throne without 
recognizable say in the matter by 
the people, it follows that nothing 
but a body officially appointed by 
the Throne for that purpose can 
exercise an effective check on mis- 
demeanours of the administrative 
classes. Whatever their merits or 
demerits in the past, the “ Eyes 
and Ears” of the Emperor, as 
Censors are called, are certainly 
too old an institution to be lightly 
disregarded. They are known 
to have existed in the Chou 
dynasty, that is between 1122 
and 255 .c., although at that 
time their duties were rather 
those of Recorders, the name that! 
they still possess in Chinese, than 
of Censors. In the succeedi 
Chin dynasty their office assumed its 
present character, as a result of 
the. doings of Chin Shih Hung, 
« First ‘Emperor ” as he styled 
himself, who ordered the classics to 
he burned and tried to stamp out 
Confucian teaching. Against such 
sacrilege the Censors strongly pro- 
tested ; and the powers ital they 
thus arrogated to themselves were 
officially confirmed upon them, 
by Emperor Han Wu Ti who!

SOUTH AFRICAN 


PROBLEMS. 
March 10. 


‘Tax departure of the last inden- 
tured Chinese coolie from the 
‘Transvaal, recorded in our columns 
last week, recalls the strange his- 
tory of an industrial undertaking 
at once successful and abortive, 
When the proposal to obtain Chi- 
nese coolies for the gold mines of 
the Witwatersrand was first made, 
the industry was threatened with a 
serious shortage of labour at a 
critical moment. The mines had 
only recently resamed work after 
two years’ cessation brought about 
by the war, and apart from the 
losses caused by enforced idleness 
of large amounts of capital, there 
were material dame to be re- 
paired at considerable cost. No 
adequate sspply of labour, how- 
ever, was forthcoming, for the army 
of native workers employed before 
the outbreak of war had melted 
away and, scattered over the coun 
try, had been able to reap a 
valuable harvest from the lavish 
pay introduced during the abnormal 
circumstances of military occapa- 
tion. The former incetitives to 
seek work no longer existed ; the 
majority of the natives had enough 
money for their immediate wants 
and only when it was exhausted 
would it be necessary to upply for 

means of livelihood. Even 
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those South African natives who 
were willing to work would not 
sign on for more than six months, 
while-a two years’ contract was the 
maximum for labourers from Por- 
tuguese territory. In these cir- 
cumstances it was nataral that the 
heads of the mining industry 
should welcome the prospect of an 
unlimited supply of labourers from 
China, indentured for three years. 
They were required immediately, 
to cope with a critical situation, 
and seemed to offer the only solu- 
tion available without a long delay 
which might prove fatal to the 
interests of the industry. That 
they were also expected by many’ 
to prove a cheap and profitable 
investment and that for reason 
their introduction was being warm- 
ly advocated in some quarters, is 
equally true ; but there can be no 
doubt that the dominant motive for 
Chinese labour was genuine alarm 
for the prospects of the gold in- 
dustry. In opposition to the move- 
ment were thoso who objected to!

who foresaw labour troubles with 
a large army of Chinese coolies 
along the Rand, or who considered 
that the situation was not as 
serious as was represented and that 
further efforts might be made to 
meet the Iabour shortage by local 
efforts. The controversy was car- 
tied on with no little bitterness 
both before and after the arrival 
of the Chinese ; and, as there is 
reason to believe, it cannot be con- 
sidered to be finally laid to rest, 
even with the departure of the last 
coolie. 

The Transvaal Labour Importa- 
tion Ordinance received the 1 
assent on May 19, 1904, and within 
a week the first shipment of Chinese 
coolies had left Hongkong. They 
arrived in South Africa on Jane 18 
and daring the following weck were 
installed on the East Rand Proprie- 
ary mines. It is unnecessary now 
to enter into the details of the his- 
tory of Chinese labour in the Trans- 
vaal. The experiment in itself was 
wholly a success ; the Chinese when 

, propery, supervised and handled 
je efficient workers, and both 
employers and employees were satis- 
fied with their bargain. In the 
earlier days, however, the whole 
aystem of organization and manage- 
mant was at fault, safficient care 
was not taken in the selection of 
coolies, and, arrived on the mines, 
they were allowed to get out of hand. 
‘The result was a serious epidemic of 
crime, and many of the inhabitants 
who had favoured their introduction 
began to believe that i a 
mistake had beer poll age 
troubles proved capable of easy 
remedy and s stage was reached 

















smoothly and satisfactorily on the 
Rand. In the meantime, however, 
the subject bad been made a party 
cry in Britain, anda Liberal Govern- 
ment came into power pledged to 
put an end to the (thinese experi- 
ment in the Transvaal. Repatria- 
tion on expiry of existing contracts 
was enforced before the total of 
Chinese on the Rand had reached 
sixty-five thousand, and the process 
of diminution has been steadily 
carried out since 1907. That repat- 
rintion was insisted upon to save 
the face of a political party at home 
‘and not out of consideration of the 
Chinese is not gainsaid. There was 
no reason to believe that the labour- 
ers.asa whole were not well pleased 
with their venture, and an interest- 
ing commentary on the importation 
of Chinese into the Transvaal is 
given by our correspondent at Pao- 
tingfu.

Thit the re-introduction of 
Chinese labour into the Transvaal 
is not altogether outside the bounds 
of practical politics is admitted in 
many quarters in the Colony. 
Repatriation was enforced over the 
heads of the British population and 
was not popular with the country 
Boers. presenes of the Chin- 
ese implied leas demand for native 
Inbour, which was more available 
for agricultural pu . With 
the departure of the Chinese the 
shortage of Iabour becomes a vital 
question throughout the Transvaal, 
and many of the Boers would even 
welcome the Chinese on their farms. 
Whether such a solution of the 
labour problem will actually come 
up for discussion in the Transvaal 
Provincial Council now that 
Colony is freed from home senti- 
mentalism remains to be seen. It 
has to be remembered that with the 
lapse of time there bas been 
opportunity to organize the sapply 
of native ur throughout South 
Africa, while efforts have not been 
relaxed to extend the scope of white 
labour. In this connexion we may 
recall an interesting speech recently 
made by Sir Walter Hely-Hatchin- 
son, Governor of Cape Colony. 
After showing that the presence 
of coloured people in South 
Africa had affected gravely 
the characteristics and development 
of the white race, he argued that in 
the fature, as the population in- 
creases, there will not be room 
enough for the white people to go 
on supporting themselves in the old 
way. Sooner or later the great 
mass of the whites will have to 














support themselves hy the work of 
their own hands and not as merely 
overseers of coloured workers. He 
arged that a beginning should be 
made in the proposed introduction of 
cotton into South Africa. Instead 
of “teaching the native” how to 
plant cotton, the industry should be 
kept in the white man’s hands, On 
these lines it is possible that the 
future development of South Africa 
may ultimately find its trae course ; 
native labour for the mines, white 
labour for agriculture and other 
industries. A pessimist maintains 
that with the opening of the Cape 
to Cairo railway South Africa will 
‘at once be at the mercy of myriads 








of Egyptians, Syrians and Southern 
Enropeans, with whom will rest 
the fatare of the sub-continent to 
the exclusion of both Boer and 
Briton. If, however, the white 
man works, with his own hands, 
he will assuredly ‘ possess the land” 
and will be in a position to with-

GIANTS OF THE NAVY. 
Reference has already beon mi 
these colamos to the extraordinary 
speed of thirty-six knots, or nearly 
forty-one aod half Isod miles de- 
veloped by the new giant destroyer 
‘Swift at her tri The Swift is now 
‘complete. Commander J. 8, Dumaresq 
took command of ber on February 10, 
aad she bas now joined the First Des- 
troyer Flotilla based on Harwich. 
Here she will take tho lead of ten of the 
most remarkable vessels in the world, 
Afridi, Amazon, Wonsack, ( rneader, 
Gharka, Maori, Mohawk, Nubian, 
Saracen and Tartar. Like the Swift 
these tribal destroyers (as they are 
called by thrie names) barn oil and are 
turbine-driven. To realize the = og 
powers of this flotilla, it mnst be re- 
membered that wh the original 
destroyers developed 4,000 hip. and a 
speed of twenty-seven knotr, the tribal 
destroyers with a displacement of 770 
to 990 tons develop 14,000 hp anda 
speed of more than thirty-three knots. 
Their armament is aleo greatly increased 
with three, against one twelve-pounder, 
nine two 18 in. torpedo tubes. 
The Swift, however, is almost as much 
in advance of her companions as they 
are of the older destroyers as the follow- 
ing detaila will show: displacement, 
1,825 tons: horse-power, 30,000; 
armament, four 4 ia. gans, each capable 
of firing ‘fifteen 25 Ib. projectiles and 
two torpedo-tubes, Her speed, already 
given, is twice that of any pre-Dread- 
nonght battleship, and it is hardly 
necessary to add that the Swift is not 
only the fastest but the most powerfal 
destroyer aflon.

HERR R. BUCK’S 
CONCERT. 


Those who were present at the 
Lyceum Theatre on Monday night can 
congratalate themselves on having 
listened to what was certainly one of the 
best orchestral concerts ever given in the 
Far East. It is something to bave the 
opportunity of hearing such works as 
Beethoven's and Liezt's concertos in 
E flat major ; it is atill more to hear 
‘them as they wore played Inst night. 
The reputation of Frau Diebo 
(Therese Slottko) as a pianist had 

preceded her, but few, probably, were 
Poser for the reality. Her mastery 
over the instrament is extraordinary, 
and with wonderful technique she 
combines grace and sympathy of inter- 
pretation. Her rendering of the Liszt 
concerto as a piece of brilliant virtuosity 
will be remembered for many a year. 
It ie a most taking composition and in 
upite of its enormous difficulties it was 
played with unsurpassable ease and 
irit, That Fran Diehn’s versatility 
is not lees remarkable than her technical 
powere, was shown by her playing of the 

Beethoven concerto, particularly in the

The latest 
development is that letters from here to 
Canton, Fatsban and Lokchong ean 
now go for one cent, bat such places an 
Yingtak and Tsingyiin, betwoon here 
and Canton, must still continne to 
pay the two cents a letter. The 
old postal service to Lokchong, forty 
miles north of us, is excellent. There 
daily service both ways which has 
the advantage to the Chinese mind that 
postage cannot be prepaid bat must be 
disbursed by the recipient.

The loll in the storm following on 
the murder of Sir Curzon Wyllie hex 
been ancceeded by much tronbling of 
the torbid waters of sedition.

From the general appearance of the 
Company's case it looks as if their 
appeal for relief has no justification 
whatever. What'they eboaid do in the 
firat place is to reduce their capital to = 
reasonable amount, exactly as any other 
commercial company would have to do 
in the circamstances. After thix has 
been done there is not the slightest 
doubt from the General Manager's own 
figares that s handsome dividend can 
earned. 

In the recent fall statement by the 
‘Tramway's Manager there are several 
pointe which will not stand close inspec- 
tion, The selection of figures from a 
few towns at Home is not of the 
slightest concorn to the Ratepayers of 
Shanghai, These figures are evidently 
carefally selected to bolster up the Tram 
way's caso and as we do not know the 
whole conditions, the Isboured calcala- 
tions pot before us are une 
Why did not Mr, McColl give details 
of some of the British Electric Trac- 
tion Company's systems, which mach 
‘more nearly approximate to the condi- 
tions prevailing here ? 

The question which is raised as to 
the wood paving and snbscriptions 
towards the cost of bridges is calonlat- 
ed to mislead those having only slight 
knowledge of tramway practice, These 
charges are invariably boroe by the 
Tramway Companies at Home and o 
little thought will ehow that they are 
perfectly reasonable, The Gardeo 
Bridge bad to be built to a much 
heavier design and greater widtb, in 
order to accommodate the tramways, 
the strengths allowed for trams are 
are as much as those for the whole of 
the other traffic combined, and the 
heavier weights of a bridge to carry the 
extra tram traffic as allowed for neces- 
sitates much more expensive foundations. 
‘Why should not the Tramway Company 
pay for the excess in coat incurred on 
their bebslf? The wood paving on the 
Bund and in Naoking Rosd is to 
facilitate and expedite the repairs to 
the track which after a few years 
running will be numerous end costly.

To take two other instances of * In- 
depeadent’s” ioxocaracies :

The contents of the stomach 
were seat to the Municipal laboratory 
for analysis, and it was reported that 
there was a trace of morphine in the 
intestines. Death was due to comato 
asphyzicr a8 the result of an overdose of 
morphia. 

‘Gar! Bioger said. that be was 
medical practitioner. He remembered 
being called in to see the deceased on 
Thoreday Inst. ‘The deceased was a- 
conscious and bis palse was weak, and 
beating rapidly. Witness thonght that 
it was a case of intoxication by morphine. 
Witness prescribed for the deceased. 
Deceased ined conscionsnéss for 
‘while. The cause of death was as 
described by Dr. Murray. 

The Coroner—I find that Henry 
Harvey Pool died at 22 Qainskn Gi 
dens on Priday, Febraary 25, at about 
3 a.m. from comato aspliyia, due to an 
overdone of morphine ; that such over- 
dose of morphine was taken by tho 
deceased inadvertently, and not with tho 
intention of taking his own life.-

RE OTHE DEATH OF MIRIAM KETER

The inquest on the body of Miriam 
Ester Nobleton, an infant, who died at 
the residence of her parents, No. 2 
Peitsiho Lane, on February 25, was 
conelnded.

‘8 report from the Mupicipsl Laboratory, 
which stated that there was no trace of 
merptia among the stomach contenta 
of the deceased.

Lane on Febrasry 25, 
death being status lymphaticus, 

The Coroner—Mr. Noblston, 
rearetied ‘the trouble the child's death 
must bring to you, and I regret all the 
time that has been spent on this, for 
each time you came here must ha 
made your grief recur, bat I felt 
my duty to take these precautions, 
becanse at the time I had ® suspicion 
that possibly the amab might have had 
something to do with the child's death, 
T had © suspicion that because the 
child could not sleep she might have 
given her some opiam ; and, of course, 
that the amab bas gone simply made 
me more suspicious.
